PETITION UNDER 37 CFR § 1.47(a) 

On April 25, 2005, Applicants petitioned the Director to add Keith Cargin as a 
named inventor. The Director denied Applicants' petition because the newly submitted 
oath did not include the address or citizenship of Keith Cargin, the non-signing inventor 
(although such information was included in Applicants' petition). Accordingly, the 
applicants respectfully resubmitted their petition, under 37 CFR § 1 .47(a), to add Keith 
Cargin as a named inventor. This second submission included a Second Supplemental 
Declaration for Patent Application, which includee Mr. Cargin's address and citizenship, 
as requested. Applicants second petition, however, was held in abeyance pending the 
outcome of Applicants' concurrent petition under 37 CFR § 1.48. Applicants have 
resubmitted its petition under section 1.48, and thus, resubmits its petition under 37 
CFR 1.47(a) for reconsideration. 

In December 2002, Broadcom Corporation acquired numerous patents and 
patent applications from Intermec Technologies. As a result of this transaction, 
Broadcom acquired ownership of the current application, as further evidenced by the 
assignment documents attached as Exhibit A. On October 20, 2004, Ronald Spuhler, 
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attorney for Broadcom Corporation, submitted a Supplemental Oath and Declaration 
listing two joint inventors - Ronald Mahany and Stephen Kelly. A copy of this oath is 
attached as Exhibit B. 

It has come to Broadcom's attention that a third inventor, Keith Cargin, should be 
named as an inventor in the present application. As described in further detail in the 
attached declaration, Mr. Spuhler has made numerous attempts to contact Mr. Cargin to 
confirm his role in conceiving and/or reducing to practice the current invention and to 
request that Mr. Cargin execute the Second Supplemental Combined Declaration and 
Power of Attorney, which lists Mr. Cargin as a named inventor (a copy of which is attached 
as Exhibit C). Such attempts, however, have been futile. Mr. Cargin has failed to return 
any phone calls or respond to any letters, and to date Mr. Cargin has yet to execute the 
attached Declaration and Power of Attorney. Accordingly, Broadcom respectfully requests 
that the Office grant this petition to proceed without Mr. Cargin and to enter the enclosed 
Second Supplemental Combined Declaration and Power of Attorney attached as Exhibit 
C, which has been executed on behalf of Mr. Cargin by the joint inventors.

As to item (2) , the requirement for a statement from the person 
being added has not been satisfied. Accordingly, any renewed 
petition under 37 CFR 1.48 must be accompanied by the required 
statement or petition for waiver of the required statement under 
37 CFR 1.183. 



As to item (3) , a fully executed oath or declaration has not 
been submitted. In order to satisfy the oath or declaration of 
37 CFR 1.63, petitioners are required to present a fully 
executed oath or declaration or a grantable petition under 37 
CFR 1.47. 



For the reasons set forth herein, the petition under 37 CFR 
1.48(a) is DISMISSED . 

Petitioner is given TWO (2) MONTHS from the mailing date of 
this decision to reply, correcting the below-noted 
deficiencies. Any reply should be entitled "Renewed 
Petition, " and should only address the deficiencies noted 
below, except that the reply may include an oath or 
declaration executed by the non-signing inventor (s).
